Tke Jokn«on insurance bill by which, 
it i* aaid. $««*.*«« will be raised for 
th* state treasury. was parsed by a 
vote of <2 to 27. 
A nis bill will be sent 


to the senate at oace. and as it has 
already been informally considered by } 
the senate taxation committee, it will r 
not take long to have it reported back 
and paswed into a law. The new bill 
provides that all foreign tire and life 
Insurance companies doing business in 
this state utiut pay into the state 
treasury a tax of S'/i pr cent, based 
upon all gross annual premiums. Here- 
tofore these companies have been 
paying a county tax of tbe same per 
cent, but upon tne net premiums paid 
in the county. T"hi* made an unequal 
distribution of the tax among the 
counties from the fact that the cen- 
trally located counties and those con- 
taining large cities contained general 
agencies, where a general and larger 
business was done, and consequently 
a larger tax was paid there. 


The 
Pugh-Kibler municipal code 


was referred to the house by «,he re- 
risiou committee, with the recommen- 
dation lhar it be referred to a special 
committee of 6v« with Instructions to 
report at the next session of the legis- 
lature. 
Nothing was done with the 


recommendation, and it is uot at all 
probable that the bill will pass the 
house. 


The county clerks of the state will 


have to be satisfied with the terms 
for which they were elected. 
The 


Buell bill, to provide that the terms 
of the clerks be extended to the first 
Monday in December, making-the time 
of tne present incumbents about live 
months longer, was defeated by a vole 
of 42 to 43, 12 le*s than the 6ons,titu 
tional majority required to pass a bilL 


The next important matter taken up 


was the Archer game bill, which was 
passed. The house had considerable 
trouble with this measure from the 
time it came from the senate to the 
present.

and opposed at every step until it 
finally resembled to a very slight de- 
gree the measure which originally 
bore the name of the senator from 
Belmont. 


Representative Siiberberg's resolu 


tion was adopted. 
It provides for an 


appropriation of $25.000 by the state 
to be used with a similar sum to be 
raised by citizens of Columbus for th 
purpose of erecting, at the High stree 
entrance to ths C-p^a! giounds. i 
memorial arch to the late Presiden 
StcKinley. 


The general appropriation bill waa 


reported to 'he house by Hon. W. H. 
Crafts of the house finance committee. 
It carries a total of $4.110.919. an in- 
crease over the appropriation bill of 
two years iigo of $103.486. 


The bill to amend the pure food laws 


was defeated by a decisive vote, a* 
was the measure to increase the term 
of judges of the supreme court from 
six to 12 vears. 


In the Senate. 


The senate committee on taxation 


reported favorably the Longworth bill 
giviug the state board of appraisers 
and assessors power to appoint city 
boards of review on the recommenda- 
tion of the county auditor. This is 
the L-ongworth "ripper" bill which has 
?,«.«>-, 5.0 vehemently opposed by May- 
or Tom 1^. Johnson of Cleveland, as it 
would take from him the power to 
appoint these boards in the city of. 
{'it-', r-iand. and would similarly affect 
Mayor Hinkle of Columbus and Mayor 
Jones of Toledo.
